The face long familiar to Georgia gubernatorial campaigns—that of the State employee 
helping to swell political crowds for his boss—will be disappearing this Sumer. 

Newly passed legislation sponsored by Gov. Talmadge and supported by administra- 
tion critics is extending the State Merit System to cover all but 1,659 of the 9,133 State 
employees. As these workers move under the ‘protection of the merit system, they also 
move under a ban which prohibits them from participating in political campaigns, Merit 
iSystem Director Edwin Swain pointed out. 


Gubernatorial candidates in the 
past have charged the incumbents 
~ ‘with padding ‘he State’s payrolls 
' \with campaign workers whose sole 

job was: to do pefsonal political 
, |work instead of performing State 
. tasks. In the past, a :arge num- 
ber of State workers have saban- 
doned their work—but continued 
to draw their salaries—to go out 
and help campaign for the incum- 
bent Governors. 


When the incumbents were de- 
: |\feated, the victor would fire thse 
' \campaign workers and also oust 
- ‘other State employees to make 
' room fot his. own political follow 
‘ers. Ht was this constant. turn- 
over, which cost the taxpayers 
money and caused career workers 
to lose interest in State positions 
that sped the adoption of the Merit 
System by more and more State 
departments, Swain said. 


Launched some years ago to cov- 
er three State agencies—Labor, 
-dealth, and Welfare—which ?rre 
argely supported by Federal funds, 
the Merit System now. covers 78 
percent of thc State employees and 
by next October will have a large 
additional percentage, Swain con- 
tinued. 

Most of the political workers in 
‘the past have been employed in 
the State Highway Depirtment and 
‘the State “Nevenue Department— 
the departments which hire the 
most workers. The Highway De- 
partment’s 1,400 regular employees 
recently were placed under the 
Merit System and Retirement Sys- 
tem. The Revenue Department's 
400 to 500 employees will come 
under the Merit System Oct. 1 and 
‘will come under the Retirement 
‘System next January. The State 
Patrol, Public Service Commission, 
and State Library also are new- 
comers under the Merit and Re- 
tirement Systems. 

The Merit System now is work- 
ing to install classification and pay 
plans and record systems for the 
following departments which were 
voted under the merit plan at the 
recent legislative session: Depart:

It’s a long way to Cuba or to 
Panama or Bermuda, and not 
many people get there. Costs too 
much and takes too much time. 

But this Summer a group of At- 
lanta boys will be paid to ride a 
ship, and they’ll probably hit one 
of the romantic Caribbean ports— 
the ones people always write 
about. 

On top of that they will be paid 
$2.50 and up a week the year 
round and will be given technical 
training for a job. More than 600 
Atlantans are already taking ad- 
vantage of this opportunify, and 
there now is room for 600 more. 

All they have to do is become 
a dry land sailor two hours a week 
in the Atlanta Surface Division of 
the Naval Reserve. 

No experience is needed, al- 
though veterans are in demand in 
the unit, too, and generally get 
more pay for attending the ses- 
sions. A member of this program, 
however, must be between 17 
and 39. 

Contrary to popular belief, these 
sailors do not trek out to the 
Naval Air Station to do _ right- 
flank-left-flank drilling. In fact, 
about the only time they do any 
marching is at the end of the 
month, when they line up and 


checks. 


The Navy has developed this fre 


program here in Atlanta primarily 
to keep a group of young men well 
trained in specialized technical 
fields. They must be learning 
some specialty. At present, tech- 
nicians are being trained in these 
subjects: electronics, electricity, 
radio, boilers and heating plants, 
motor mechanics, Diesel engines, 
storekeeping, cooking and baking. 

These Atlantans spend two 
hours one night a week at the 


Naval Air Station learning the spe- 
cialty they have chosen. They 
have a wide range of choices for a 
two-week Summer cruise and are 
allowed to pick the trip they want 
to take. For that two-week cruise 
they get regular Navy pay, plus 
travel expenses to and from the 
port of embarkation. 

What does the Navy get from 
all this? They get a deep reserve 
of highly trained technical men, 
the kind of specialists required to 
fight a push-button war. In case 
of an emergency, these would be 
the leaders, the petty officers, that 
would put the Navy’s complicated 
machinery into operation and keep 
it working. It is insurance to the 
Navy, insurance that they will

Ex-Klan Head 


INDIANAPOLIS —(UP)— Gov. 
Henry Schricker yesterdgy com- 
muted the life term of D. C. Ste- 

henson, wealthy Ku Klux Kian 
eader sentenced 25 years ago for 
the murder of a woman statehouse 
employee. 

Stephenson, wh® was said to 
have made a+ million dollars 
through his Klan activities, won 
commutation after more than 50 
attempts at freedom. The com- 
mutation will make him eligible 
for parole. 


Stephenson was convicted Nov. 
14, 1925, of second degree murder 
in the death of Miss Madge Ober- 
holtzer. A jury found him guilty 
of killing her by refusing her medi- 
cal attention after she swallowed 
poison. 


Miss Oberholtzer made a death- 
bed statement that she took the 
poison after Stephenson abducted 
her and attacked her on a train 
trip to Hammond, Ind., with two 
of his bodyguards in March, 1925. 
The defense claimed the death was 
@ clear case of suicide. 


The communtation will permit 
Stephensofi to apply to the Board 
of Trustees of the Indiana State 
Prison for parole and freedom. 


The conviction came at the cli- 
max of Stephenson's four-year rise 
to power. Three years after he 
began organizing the Klan, his in- 
fluence helped elect a governor 
and a mayor of Indianapolis. 


He was said to have sold Klan 
memberships for $10 each, keeping 
$4 as his commission. He also 
made a profit on white robes sold 
to members.

I once asked a great newspaper editor, “How did you 
get to be the editor of this important paper?” 

“I wanted to be,” was his simple 
reply. 

“Is that all there is to it?” I 
asked. “You wanted to be, and so 
here you are?” 

“Well,” he explained, “that’s 
only part of it, but it’s a large part. 
If you want to get somewhere, 
you have to decide definitely what 
you want to be or attain or accom- 
plish. Be sure, of course, it’s an 
honest objective. Then photograph 
that objective on your mind. Hold 
it there always, work hard, and 
the thought will become so power- 
ful that it will tend-to assure suc- 
cess.” ee 

He pulled a worn card out of 
his wallet and handed it to me. 
“I read this every day of my life. 
It has become my dominating thought.” 


I copied down the words on the card. They were: 
“A man who is self-reliant, positive, optimistic 
and undertakes his work with the assurance of suc- 
cess magnetizes his condition; he draws to himself 
the creative powers of the universe.” 


It is, indeed, a fact that a person who thinks with an 
optimistic point of view does magnetize his condition and 
acquires the power necessary to attain his goals. On the 
other hand, people who are hazy about their aims in life 


ee 
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find that their failure to think straight defeats their own | 


efforts and they never manage to find the satisfaction of 
attainment. If you will visualize your goal and believe 
in it, be honest with yourself and others, and work hard, 
your faith in yourself can really work wonders. 

A second factor in getting where you want to go is 
to realize that there is more in you than you know. This 
is a great truth and one wise teachers have always em- 
phasized. There are astonishing things in people just 
groping for release. The Reader’s Digest once published 
a thrilling story illustrating this.. It was the story of a 
man who, during the depression, found himself in the 
lobby of a hotel in a strange city on a cold Winter morn- 
ing with only five cents in his pockets. The clerk at the 
desk had just told him that his baggage had been im- 
pounded because of his failure to pay his hotel bill and 
he would not be permitted to go back to his room. 


his man stood looking out the lobby window 

which was steamed up by the cold air outside 
and the warm air inside. Then he became aware 
that all was not lost; he still had a brain and his 
brain was not panicky, it was relaxed. He was able 
to think, and think he did. The result? The result 
was an idea: a German chemist had told him years 
before that if you rub glycerine soap on a window 
and then wipe it off with a clean cloth, the window 
will no longer steam up. 


He took his last nickel and with it bought a bar of 
glycerine soap. He sat on a park bench and cut the soap 
into 24 small pieces. Then he went to the nearest filling 
station and showed the manager how to keep a windshield 
from fogging up by rubbing it with his soap and wiping 
it off with dry cloth. He sold the whole lot for 24 times 
what he had paid for it. He replenished his supply, and, 
by the end of that day, he had made $27. Three months 
later he owned a new automobile and had a thousand 
dollars in cash in his bank account. He named his new 
product “Miracle Rub.” 

Now, where was this “Miracle Rub” before it was pro- 
duced? All the time it had been hidden way back in this 
man’s mind. Almighty God had given him the ability to 
think and to store up ideas. God had also given him peace 
and quietness in his mind, permitting him to relax in a 
crisis so that his brain could function properly and re-., 
lease its power when that power was most needed. 


he same powerful resources are buried deep in 

each of us. Faith in yourself and faith in God 
and the regular practice of this faith is the only 
secret you need know to release this power. One of 
my favorite formulas for those who need bolstering 
up in this faith is that great sentencé from the 
eternal wisdom of the Bible, “If God be for us, who 
can be against us?” God can help you get where 
you want to go by leading you on the path to right 
decisions and successful solutions of your problems. 
After all, did He not say, “I am with you always.” 


Make this week a time for thinking about your ob- 
jectives, formulating them clearly, and picturing them 
permanently in your mind. These techniques of success- 
ful living work because they are based on sound psycho- 
logical and spiritual laws. To think right is of vital ‘im- 
portance. “A man’s life is what his thoughts make it,” said 
Marcus Aurelius, one of the world’s wisest men. And the 
most powerful releasing agent for effective thinking is 
faith—faith in God. That faith can release powers that 
lie dormant within you.

These amateur airmen fly in 
everything from “puddle jump- 
ers” to powerful DC-3s and 
Lockheeds; fly to the towering 
crags of the Rockies, to the love- 
ly isles of the Caribbean; fly to 
the West Coast’s Golden Gate 
and to Maine’s’' wind-swept 
shores.

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U. S. WOMAN AMBASSADOR POPULAR 


Danes Rate Mrs. Anderson ‘Second

COPENHAGEN—(AP)— 
Her Grace, Mrs. Ambassa- 
dor Eugenie Anderson, of 
Red Wing, Minn., is the 
most frequently interviewed 
and photographed person in 
Denmark. 

The first United States 
woman ambassador has won 
the hearts of 4,000,000 Danes. 
Danish papers print detailed 
reports of her wardrobe. 
Her official residence,“ Ryd- 
have,” has been  photo- 
graphed. over and over 
again. Danish papers have 
no society columns, but the 
reports of her doings pop 
up in the press like mush- 


rooms on a rainy day. 
The arrival of Mrs. Anderson, 
with her husband and two chil- 
dren, gave the Danish Foreign 
Office a diplomatic headache. 
While it stewed and fretted with 
protogol, the blonde, smiling 
Mrs. Anderson busied herself 
making friends with the Danes. 


The first problem was how to 
address her. The royal court it- 
self solved that one. Rather 
than the French “Madame Am- 
bassadeur,”’ the court told the 
Foreign Office it preferred the 
English “Mrs. Ambassador.” 


The second problem, the use 
of the title “excellency” was re- 
solved when Mrs. Anderson was 
received by King Frederik IX. 
The King’s Lord Steward, Cmdr. 
Johan Vest, announced her: 
“Her Grace, Mrs. Ambassador 
Eugenie Anderson, his excellen- 
cy the President of the United 
States’ ambassador to the royal 
Danish court.” At official re- 
ceptions, Mrs. Anderson is “Her 
Grace.” 

Thereafter her placing accord- 
ing to rank and precedence in 
informal Denmark was simple. 
Queen Ingrid is the First Lady 
of Denmark. If Foreign Minis- 
ter Gustav Rasmussen wasn’t a 
bachelor, his wife would be Sec- 
ond Lady. As it is, Mrs. Ander- 
son is Second Lady, The wife 
of the Prime Minister is Third 
Lady. 

The Danes had more trouble 
with John Anderson, -!er 
Grace’s husband. After. several 
sleepless nights, Holger Bech, 
foreign office protocol chief, and 
Lord Steward Vest, consulted 
unofficially with the U. S. State 
Department in Washington. 

The upshot is that Anderson 
now ranks directly under the 
charge d’affairs of the foreign 
missions in Denmark. He has 
his: own private rank: “distin- 
guished foreigner,” which comes 
between charge d’affairs and 
councilors. 

As a matter of fact, Ander- 
son’s awkward position resulted 
in the Danish people taking the 
Minnesota couple to their hearts. 
A couple of weeks after the most 
enthusiastic welcome a foreigner 
ever received, a Danish revue 
came out with a song about “Mr. 
Mrs. Ambassador,” a caustic dit- 
ty about Anderson’s position.

ated—and said so in no uncer- 
tain terms. The song went right 
out of the revue and the new U. 
S. Ambassador and her family 
became overnight favorites with 
the Danes. 

Since her arrival, official du- 
ties have taken most of Mrs. An- 
derson’s time. She has met all 
the foreign ambassadors in Den- 
mark and most of the ministers. 
The Dutch, Norwegian and 
French Ambassadors are among 
the Andersons’ special friends. 

Unofficially, Mrs. Anderson 
has met Mrs. Fanny Jensen, Min- 
ister Without Portfolio and only 
woman member of the Danish 
government. The two women 
had lunch at the Parliament 
restaurant, where Mrs. Jensen 
told Mrs. Anderson of the social 
legislation of which all Danes 
are very proud. 

Danes don’t care much for 
ceremony. You will find the 
King’s telephone number in the 
directory and you can call him 
if you wish. Hence it was na- 
tural for Prime Minister Hans 
Hedtoft~to phone Mrs. Ander- 
son and ask since his office was 
being redecorated, would she 
mind waiting a few weeks to 
make her official call. 

“Of course not,” Mrs. Ander- 
son replied. She likes the Dan- 
ish way of life. “It is so much 
like the American way.”

"Man Can Do Anything — 
Tt He Tries’, Says Adams

“I’ve always believed,” he said, “that a man can do any- 
thing he wants to, if he trys hard- enough.” 

The speaker was J. Q. Adams, 522 Hill St., a blind cabi- 
net maker of such remarkably gentle and patient mien that 
even his presence is quieting and reassuring. 

Having spent a lifetime living by his belief, he knows 
it is true. : 

One of those remarkable few who are neither embittered nor 
sensitive about his handicap, Adams has built a better than normal 
life for himself and his family, 
and has, through faith and de- 
termination, skilled himself in 
the work he has always loved 
most—woodcraft. 

“I've always loved to take a 
raw material and make some- 
thing beautiful out of it,” he 
says, “and I believe that any 
man, whether he is handicapped 
or not, should do the work he 
loves best.” 

Now, with a beautifully out- 
fitted workshop, Adams devotes 
his time to making beautifully 
designed and finished kitchen 
cabinets. 

Adams believes his handicap 
has made him take unusual 
pains with his work. 

“IT hate to be told that my 
work is good for a blind man,” 
he says. “It should be good for 
a sighted man. I don’t care for 
pity or excuses. All a blind 
man wants is a chance to com- 
pete with sighted people.” 

Adams believes, in fact, that 
a blind man’s work should be 
better than a sighted man’s 
work. 

“People look more closely at 
a blind man’s work,” he ex: 
plains. “They expect it to be 
faulty, so they look harder for 
errors.” 

Adams’ basement workshop 
is a dream come true. 

“My wife and I worked for 
years to afford that equip- 
ment,” he said, “and it’s the 
finest you can buy.” 

“She has done so’ much for 
me,” he added quietly, “that I 
hope now I'll be able to repay J. Q@. ADAMS 
her.” 

We asked him if he thought he knew what his wife looked like. 

“Of course I’ve never seen her,” he said, “but I think I know 
exactly what she looks like.”

Lee Memorial in the National Cathedral on 


Mount Saint Alban, at Washington. 

State by State the UDC Divisions and Chapters are in- 
dorsing the Memorial and subscribing payment of their 
quotas in the total cost of $45,000. In the line-up of States 
so far voting approval and support the Georgia UDC 
Division proudly takes its stand without a dissenting vote. 


Approximately one-half the 
required amount is now sub- 
scribed or underwritten. Final 
steps in the matter will be taken 
next November at the annual 
meeting. 

The Lee Memorial will be a 
bay, or small chapel, on the main 
floor of the National Cathedral, 
located about midway of the 
Nave, on the south side over- 
looking the Potomac River and 
the hills surrounding Arlington. 
Overlooking the Bishop’s Gar- 
den, the view extends in an all- 
embracing view of the City of 
Washington. Light from a south- 
ern sun will illuminate the Me- 
morial daily throughout the 
years. 

The National Cathedral, de- 
signed to be America’s 
minster Abbey, has approved the 
UDC plan for a Lee Memorial 
Shrine, where memorials already 
have been installed for Washing- 
ton, Jefferson, Madison and 
Wilson. 

The Lee Memorial Bay will be 
a chapel room by 14 feet and 
20 feet high. There are four 
granite pillars and four vaulted 
arches‘and vaulted ceiling. 

The chapel window, of cathe- 
dral glass, in double lancet de- 
sign, is four by five feet. There 
will be portrayed scenes from 
the life of Gen. Lee. 

The Memorial Bay will be 
adjacent the Great Nae with 
its huge sanctuary having seat- 
ing capacity for 8,000 persons, 
and standing capacity ~“ 20,000. 
It was in this sanctuary that 
the late Rev. Dr. Peter Mar- 
shall, former Atlanta Presby- 
terian minister, delivered his 
last discourse the Sunday before 
he died. 

Another interesting Georgia 
sidelight came in June, 1949, 
when Dr. M. D. Collins, Geor- 
gia’s Superintendent of Schools, 
was accompanyirg a group of 
Georgia school children through 
the Cathedral. 

The guide pointed out me- 
morials to Washington, Jeffer- 
son, Madison, Maury and Wilson, 
all Virginians; Admiral Dewey, 
Kellogg and others, on. 
tow-headed boys from Georgia 
asked, “Well, where is Gen. 
Robert E. Lee?” 

Mrs. L. M. Bashinsky, 317 
West College Ave., Troy, Ala., 
is Chairman of the UDC cam- 
paign to place the Lee Memorial 
in the National Cathedral as the 
answer to the question. 

In January last this writer 
presented on Lee’s birth anni-

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Not Peace, but an Uneasy Truce 


A coal settlement reportedly is immi- 
nent. That is good. It means that in a 
few days schools can reopen, hospital pa- 
tients will be comfortable again, womeén 
and children who have huddled at home 
over flickering little fires can be warm, 
men can go back to work and buy food 
for their families, electricity will become 
abundant and industry gradually will get 
back into full production. 


That sounds like a catastrophe has hit 
the nation. It has. And it was a ridicu- 
lous catastrophe brought on by inept han- 
dling in high places. 


Whatever settlement finally is evolved 
in the coal crisis will become only an un- 
easy truce. The mine union has demon- 
strated, and a Federal Court has upheld, 
its irresponsibility. If the union can vio- 
late an order of the Federal Court with 
impunity it also can violate its contract 
with the same lack of recourse on the part 
of the public and the Government.

The Grand Jury's Report 


We join the Fulton County Grand Jury 
in urging the County Manager system be 
given a chance and in asking the police 
departments to continue efforts to sup- 
press crime-breeding places.

less he is taken into confidence of the 
Commissioners. Regular and frequent 
meetings with the Manager are the least 
Commissioners could do.

A Notable Achievement 


We are not among those who will shed 
‘tears over the reduced numbers of State 
employees who will be campaigning along- 
side their chiefs this year. 

Expansion of the Merit System, which 
has been going on for years and which 
has been continued by the present ad- 
ministration, is one of the notable recent 
achievements of our State Government. 

Though the State-paid political cam- 
paigners are irritating, their damage is 
minor compared to the vast personnel 
‘turnover effected with each change of ad- 
ministration. Working for the State was 
no job for a career man interested in do- 
ing good work. He was liable to get tossed 
out at any time a political favorite wanted 
his spot. Consequently, there always was 
confusion and uncertainty in State offices.

Keech issued the temporary injunction 
on Feb. 11 the coal fields were scenes of 
violence. Organized union goon squads 
forcibly prevented miners who wanted to 
work from complying with the court order. 
There were pitched gun battles. Obvi- 
ously, that was interference with an order 
of the court. Yet, the Department of Jus- 
tice, which is so eager to step into “civil 
rights” cases when there is political bene- 
fit to be gained, has not uttered a word 
of protest. It took no action whatever to 
enforce the court order. 

In any well-run union a local that 
defies an order of its national headquar- 
ters is subject to heavy fines and perhaps 
suspension. John Lewis, who claims to 
have given his back-to-work order in good 
faith, has given no indication any action 
will be taken against the “rebellious” 
locals. 

The public not only will pay the mone- 
tary cost of the coal settlement. It already 
has paid in suffering and misery while the 
giants fought it out. Whatever rules there 
are were made for the giants’ convenience. 

But the public will not forget. It will 
insist that its representatives in Congress 
eliminate the conditions that have forced 
it to suffer needlessly. 


While, Atlanta and the metropolitan 
area are relatively free from organized 
crime, the Grand Jury frets, and properly, 
over the 300 indictments it returned in a 
two-month session. Our police depart- 
ments, which are doing a superb job in 
most respects, would do well to heed the 
Grand Jury’s request and close up where 
legally possible the juke joints and other 
places where crime is hatched and crimi- 
nals born. If the places cannot be closed, 
they at least can be kept under close vigil.

—or at least more jobs were handed out—

Now there are only 1,659 State em- 
ployees not affected by the Merit System. 
Approximately 7,500 others cannot be fired 
for political reasons and they are barred 
from political activity of any sort. They 
cannot even indulge in time-honored but 
pernicious practice of “contributing” to 
campaign funds. Such so-called contribu- 
tions seldom if ever were voluntary. The 
officeholder who wanted to get re-elected 
simply assessed those working for him. It 
was either pay or look for another job. 
The Merit System is eliminating those 
evils. Gradually it will mean more effi- 
cient State government. 


A Tragedy of Georgia Politics

is appalling to find so many legislators with no 
opinions whatsoever ... they just cast their votes 
along factional lines . . . voting on measures on 
a basis of whether the Governor is for or against 
them without any consideration of the welfare 


of the people.”

Perhaps the major challenge in the State, viewed from the 
perspective of need pius that of now being able to do something 
about jt, is the unfinished Georgia Baptist Hospital. 

It is safe to say no major city in the United States needs 
hospital beds more than Atlanta. It is one of the factors which 
industry and businéss, contemplating locating in Atlanta, take 
into consideration. 


: insofar as service is con- 
cerned. It is needed. That is the big fact. : 


Challenge It is a beautiful building which, in time, will have 
about 350 beds. The new building now is in 
partial use, including 17 beds. Much of the building is unfinished. 

But, every brick, nail, plank and ounce of concrete, steel and 
glass in it is paid for. 

In 1943 the entire thing could have been built, equipped and 
furnished for $1,500,000. As it standg $1,814,000 has been spent. 
The huge, modern heating plant is in operation. The shell is 
there. The basic, mechanical needs of a great hospital are there. 

There is no debt. 

And, there won’t be. The Baptists strongly defend the Con- 
stitutional provision that there shall be separation of Church and 
State. Therefore, they will not take any Federal money for a 
hospital operated by a board of the Baptist convention. I think 
that is commendable. It is consistent. It is an example of in- 
tegrity and character. 


Easy It also would be easy to borrow the money. 

But, one of every five patients at the hospital is a charity 
case. It is some poor person who otherwise could not be treated. 
If the hospital were saddled with a large debt it could not do 
much charity work. The beds going to the poor and needy would 
have to bring in revenue to pay the debt and interest. 

If the hospital did not treat the poor it would lose its reason 
for existing as a Christian institution and the extent of the Bap- 
tist Convention’s desire to make it a Christian institution in 
service and influence. 

So, very properly, the hospital will take no Federal money. 


It cannot do so and maintain its integrity. 
Odd (Oddly enough, this example of free eriterprise, and re- 
fusal to take what some persons call “Santa Claus money,” 
reveals a Southern weakness. Negro schools and Negro leaders 
are, incidentally, used to it. The South talks a lot about Yankee 
interference, but we go blithely along, refusing to aid and sup- 
port those who try to work out the problem within the existing 
framework. The gentlemen who talk so much about “Santa 
Claus money” certainly ought to put their pocketbooks where 
their mouth is, so to speak, and contribute to this hospital if 


they really appreciate this sort\of integrity). 
Story It was early in the new century that a controversial 
Baptist minister, Len Broughton, started a church hospi- 

tal in a small frame house. Perhaps his greatest contribution 
was a phrase. 

Asked what he had with which to start a hospital, he answered 
in two words: 

“Sick folks.” 

You will search far for a better phrase than that. 

Since that time the Baptist Hospital has grown to the present 
magnificent plant whose unfinished rooms and floors provide the 
challenge which is the major one confronting the State in that 


it is one which can be solved quickly. 
Plans The hospital has always been in debt ... until now. 
In the depression years it came dangerously close to 
going out of business. It was saved by years of grinding effort 
and much prayer. Now, it is on the threshold of becoming one 
of the really great hospitals of the South. They will complete it 
floor by floor, if necessary, or even room by room. The money 
that comes in from the second campaign will build and equip 
rooms, one by one, if necessary. Money must come faster than 
that. The tremendous increase in costs which more than doubled 
the cost of all building, makes it necessary again to appeal for 
money. It is almost inconceivable Georgia will fail this challenge. 
Those persons who are looking for independent enterprise and 


_ initiative to reward with their support cannot avoid this really 


spectacular demonstration of adherence to principle ... separa- 
tion of Church and State—and therefore no money from public 
funds—even though it be quickly available. That is, of course, a 
great temptation—to take Federal money or to borrow. 

Neither will be done. : 

Georgia has the sick people. 

That is the basic material with which any hospital must be 
begun—and finished. That should appeal to those not interested 
in Federal money problems. 

_I don’t think the State has had a more dramatic challenge than 
this uncompleted hospital. As long as it remains unfinished; so 
Jong as its rooms are not serving the sick—just so long will it be 
on the conscience of us all.

He Gave the World 
Many Happy Songs’, 


Sir Harry Lauder is dead. The little man 

> with the lovable grin and the funny walking 

canes has made his final appearance on the 

world stage and all that is left is the memory of such pleasure 
and a score or so of songs. 

He was 79 years of age when he died at his home in Scot- 
land. Those who knew him said he had lived beneath a constant 
shadow for the last 30 years. He never got over the loss of his 
only son, who was killed in World War I. Yet, if he never 
forgot, his audiences never knew it. To the hundreds of thou- 
sands who loved him across the footlights, he was always the 
same happy, warm personality. 

Harry Lauder was, in large degree, the last remaining link 
with an era in entertainment which has gone, to the loss of the 
entertainment world. With scarcely an exception, he was the 
last of the great stars of the old music halls, the last of the great 
“headliners” of old-style vaudeville. There are few left today 
who can do as he did, walk out alone on a bright stage and, alone, 
hold an audience enthralled for two hours or more. 


: Perhaps the most reveali clue to 
Gentle Caricatures Lauder’s success was that while he 


created living lampoons of his own people, he did so with a grin 
and a gentle kindliness that forestalled all criticism. He was, in 
his portrayals, a caricaturist, but he was never cruel in his 
humor. His costumes, his fantastic walking sticks, his makeup 
was hilarious through exaggeration, but it. was never offensive. 

Harry Lauder wrote and composed most of the songs he 
sang. And everybody sang those songs after him and tried, in 
vain, to imitate him. I don’t suppose there ever was a theatrical 
figure so often the target of the imitators. Every man or woman 
with the faintest trace of Scotch blood tried to sing the Lauder 
songs as Lauder sang them. Or, if there was no Scotch blood 
for excuse, a swallow or two of beverage Scotch would do as 
well. 

I first heard Harry Lauder about 1902 or 1903. Then he was 
a vaudeville headliner, but that was all. He had not quite 
achieved the fame which was to be his later. He was still to 
become a stage figure of international legend. But he was great, 
even then. 

I heard him, later, here in Atlanta. He was touring, by then, 
with his own company. Four or five vaudeville acts pro- 
vided the first half of the program. Then, the intermission. 
Then, what we had come to enjoy, Lauder and Lauder alone, for 
the second half of the program. For an hour and a half or 
more, Lauder singing song after song, appearing in costume after 
costume, talking to us from the stage with that brogue so thick 
you could, from a tenth-row seat, taste the haggis and smell 
the heather.

I venture to say that you could not buy 
the timber off of these lands for less than $40 
per acre, according to the present market prices. 
It is not just for the small landowners to carry 
such a disproportionate part of the tax burden 
and, in addition to that, it is not just for the 
schools to suffer by reason of a failure on the 
part of the local tax assessors to assess such 
timbered lands at their fair value in the same 
— as other lands are returned for tax- 
ation, 

It is the duty of the local tax assessors to 
assess these lands at a fair valuation; but, on 
account of the great influence of these large 
timbered land owners, the local tax assessors are 
reluctant to do their full duty.

Augusta Lifts Education's Face 


AUGUSTA—America was celebrating the end of fighting and everywhere there 
were resolutions that life would be better. 
Pigeons waddied in and out of the jagged windows of the old Augusta Voca- 


tional School. 


siding had rotted away in another building and grinned for the camera. 


A little boy thrust his head impishly through a crack where the

dred and eighty-six students poured out of a 10-room schoolhouse and across the street a filling station 


loosed its brood of youngsters, bursting from the door like straw from a broken bale. 


In a dusty alley 


near by a few irrepressible children played dodgeball in the shade of an old gray building, tottering 


with age, that they would someday call their alma 
mater. 

“It was,” says Rupert Langford, Augusta 
School Superintendent, “about as bad as it could 
get.” 

The story of how these unhappy facts were 
used to accomplish a new look in the Richmond 
County public school system is a tale of thrilling 
co-operation, leading to this day when $4,250,000 
‘reposes in the till to pay the bills to improve 
the schools. 


To tell the truth, Augusta teaching in 1945 
was probably not much worse than that in 
many another city which had felt the burst- 
ing seams of wartime population. As popu- 
lation burgeoned, all buildings had been re- 
stricted, teachers operated on whimsical sal- 
ary scales, the curriculum was limited by 
lack of money. 


Bored by the inadequate opportunities it of- 
fered, too few boys and girls entered the two- 
year junior college. ' 

Parents were restless from failures that over- 
took their children. Teachers stirred resentfully. 
Civic groups began to feel the undercurrent of 
outrage. 

The Chamber of Commerce took the first step 
when it set up an Educational Committee in 1945. 
That Committee asked for suggestions for im- 
provements in the community and there were 
many. People began to talk, interest quickened 
and a rumbling note of determination was heard. 

What followed would require a diagram of 
organization and can be had by those who are 
interested by writing here to the Chamber of 
Commerce, whick still keeps its educational com- 
mittee intact, though the goal has been reached 
for the present. 

The planning was so skillfully done that be- 
fore any final recommendations had been com- 
pleted more than 3,000 parents in every cranny 
of Richmond County had delved into their own 
needs and made their own suggestions. Civic 
groups, churches, parent-teacher groups, city of- 
ficials, county officials, health and sanitation en- 
gineers, landscapers, architects ... all had had 
their day in court. 

Tours’ of inspection had carried startled tax- 
payers into the unsavory corners of their neigh- 
borhood, letting them see with their own eyes the 
disconsolate realities that faced their children 
every day. o 

A ground swell began. The tide began to lift 
for a bond election, and in 1948, before any final 
plans were concluded at all, the bonds were 
voted, with more than $4,000,000 earmarked for 
the school system.

There were no strings attached to the alloca- 
tion... except that the study of the schools was 
to be made, and the money be spent on the rec- 
ommendations made. 


There were protests. The protests were ar- 
ticulate, geared mainly to the two appeals of 
tradition and cost. 

Under the proposed six-four-four plan, with 
six years in grammar school, four in junior high 
and high school, and four more in high school 
and junior college, two of the proudest tradi- 
tions of Augusta were to be toppled. 


Richmond Academy, young men’s institu- 
tion granted the city by King George him- 
self, was to be turned into a coeducational 
school, and Tupman High, a girls’ school, was 
likewise to hear the clambering footsteps 
of males. 


“Turn boys and girls together,” screamed one 
man, “and you will have chaos!” 


Supt. Langford and the others who believed 
in the new plan were unmoved. “You have little 
faith in your youths,” they commented. “You 
do not know them as well as we do.” 

Money became an issue. “Do you want to pay 
more and more taxes every year?” was the ques- 
tion of the moment, and the parents of the com- 
munity answered it with a majority vote on the 
bond issue. 

“Yes,” they said in effect, “if it meana we will 
get our money’s worth.” 

The new plan will go into operation next 
Fall. Blueprints are in hand for several new 
buildings, including vast improvement to the 
structures to house Negro pupils. Consolidations 
are under way and transportation is being im- 
proved. Music and a heavier vocational program 
has been added and special classes for handi- 
capped have been planned. 


Coeducation will come gradually and with- 
out fanfare. The eighth and ninth grades in 
the girls’ and boys’ schools will continue until 
graduation separately. The first introduction 
of mixed classes will come next year when 
seventh graders, who have gone to school to- 
gether all of their lives, will enter Tupman 
and the Academy without segregation. 


It’s all unfolding smoothly, and the cries of 
protest are dying down. 

All of it, Langford admits, has come because 
the people themselves have seen the situation. 
They, not he, have sold the program for their 
own children. 


Georgia Employment Trends 


A survey of employment trends by the State Department of Labor brings 
right up to the minute that old childhood saw concerning the baker, butcher 


and candlestick maker. 


The study, covering. nonagricultural employment only, 


shows total employment over a three-year period, 1947 through 1949. Where Geor- 
3 gians work is indeed an engrossing subject, reflecting anew the wartime and 
postwar drift to the cities, and the growing role of government. 


Indeed, government itself—at all levels—is 
the fourth biggest industry in Georgia today, 
with an average monthly employment totalling 
114.700 in 1949. This figure compares with the 
average monthly employment of 103,100 in 1947. 

These totals on government employment in- 
clude all persons paid from public moneys, 
armed forces excluded. These are the State 
school teachers, a sizable segment, U. S. postal 
employees, city employees, county employees— 
everybody, including the sanitary workers and 
the dog catchers. 

The average monthly employment in all non- 
agricuJtural industries, including government, re- 
member, was 754,000 in 1949, according to the 
Labor Department study. This figure’is con- 
trasted with the 1947 monthly average of 741,640. 


On the basis of last year’s monthly em- 
ployment averages, here are the totals in 
three of the first four divisions of labor 
in Georgia: Manufacturing 262,000; trade, 
wholesale and retail, 167,700; government, 
114.700. Topping all of these, and not re- 

* ported by the Department of Labor, is em- 
ployment on the farm. 


Here are the comparative monthly figures 
for 1947 in the reported categories: Manufactur- 
ing, 273,656; trade, wholesale and retail, 160,197; 

| t, 103,100. Again, farming is not in- 
cluded, and we must go into some minor leger- 
demain to airive at any conclusion in this No. 


Over-all, we ean look at the 1940 census and 
see that 1,364,000 persons lived in rural areas. 
This means they resided in places under 2,400 
in population. The entire 1,364,000 necessarily 
weren't farmers. Some were storekeepers, some 
children, some old people, etc. 

That was 1940. 

Today you can’t really tell, not at least until 
they get around this Spring to counting the in- 
dividual noses and determining whether they're 
inhaling city smog or country air. 

There is one bit of comparison, such as it 
is. In 1945, the VU. S. did a study on farm 
populations. This survey showed 1,015,000 Geor- 
gians lived in dwellings which were situated on 
farms. It didn’t say how many were farmers. 


Two factors contributing right now to 
farm employment, aside from seasonal ups 
and downs, are primarily traceable to the 
Federal Government. We have, first, the 
business of production controls. The cutting 
down on peanut acreages in Georgia also cut 
the farm employment total. There also is a 
cut impending for cotten. Im the field of 
what may be called allied farm employment, 
we find the 75-cent minimum wage law tak- 
ing its tell, temporarily maybe, in the small 
sawmills and other such industry. 


Another big factor on the farm is mechaniza- 
tion. More and more, we find machines doing 
what man and mule once did. ? 


This employment study by the Georgia De- 
partment of Labor, in co-operation with the U. S. 
Bureau of Labor Statistics and Georgia employ- 
ers, is the first such State publication of its type. 
Entitled “Employment Trends in Georgia,” the 
booklet is a complete survey of employment in 
all facets of Georgia business life. 

In considering over-all employment in Geor- 
gia, we must not forget that agricultural en- 
deavors are first. After that, come manufac- 
turing, trade and government.

Fight Due 
On Andrews Choice 


WASHINGTON—Now that the nomination of 

Judge Frank Hooper has been confirmed as one 

of the two Federal jurists for the Northern Dis- 

trict of Georgia, the Senate Judiciary Committee is expected to take 

up at an early date the pending appointment of Judge Neil An- 

drews, who was named at the same time for the second vacancy 
in the district. 


Both were given recess appointments by President Truman last 
Fall after their nominations reached the Senate too late in the 
session for action. 


Fireworks are in the making over the Andrews appointment 
when and if it goes to the Senate floor for consideration. Sen. 
Richard B. Russell, who had joined with Sen. Walter F. George 
in indorsing Judge Boyd Sloan, of Gainesville, for the post, is yet 
to make a public statement, but is still put down as vigorously 
opposed to confirmation...The understanding around the Capitol 
is that committee action on Andrews was delayed at the. request 
of Sen. Russell until the Hooper nomination was out of the way, 


If the junior Georgia Senator goes through with his fight on the 
appointment, it is doubtful that the nomination will be confirmed. 
As leader of the Southern bloc in the Senate, Russell holds a pow- 
erful whip hand. Also to be considered is the long-standing practice 
of the Senate to honor the objections of one of its members to a Fed- 
eral judgeship appointment in his State not of his choosing. 


Sen. Russell has been scheduled to issue a formal statement on 
the situation ever since Congress convened. Something may be 
forthcoming from him soon, now that confirmation of the Hooper 
nomination has cleared the way for committee action on the sec- 


ond appointment. 

Incidental to the judgeship muddle, it is 
Others Eye Post known that several other jurists in the 
Northern jurisdiction have been eyeing the appointment since it was 
indicated that Sen. Russell might seek to defeat the Andrews 
confirmation. In this connection, for what it is worth, a report was 
heard in Georgia delegation circles during the past week that the 
main purpose of the call made on President Truman last week by 
former Gov. Ellis Arnall was to urge Judge Sam Boykin, of the 
Coweta Circuit, for the post, if it became necessary to make a new 
appointment. 


After spending some 30 minutes with the President, Arnall told 
newsmen after leaving the White House that he had called to 
urge Government aid in expanding European markets for Ameri- 
can films, the independent producers of which he represents. But 
some of the reporters got the idea he had another mission also, 
one that he was reluctant to reveal. 


At the time of the Andrews appointment Arnall was accused of 
being a prime figure behind the move to have the President ignore 
the indorsement of the two Senators. He admitted giving his 
indorsement, but denies the charge otherwise. ‘* 


Sources within the delegation which. have heard reports that 
he is now interested in seeing the appointment go to Judge Boykin, 


in the event Judge Andrews is rejected, remind that the Coweta Cir- - 


cuit Judge was first appointed to his present post by Arnall when he 
was Governor and that they have been close political friends over 
the years. 


In looking around for a successor to Judge Andrews, should his 
nomination not be confirmed, most of those interested in the mat- 
ter are proceeding on the assumption that the President would not 
go back to the original indorsement of the two Senators in behalf 
of Judge Sloan. It is more reasonable to suppose that he would 
pick another man, since the Senators would have been responsible 
for rejecting the White House choice. 


George put over an amendment important to 
Peanut Bill peanut growers of the State when the Senate passed 
the new farm acreage allotment bill during the past week. The 
amendment is designed to permit farmers to grow subsidy-free pea- 
nuts for production of oil, even though the acreage is in excess 
of their regular allotments. The Georgia S tor contended that 
his measure would increase peanut acreage only slightly, and would 
mean more peanut oil and more feed derivativas. 


The George amendment provides that, beginning with the 1950 
peanut crop, payment of marketing penalties may be waived on 
excess peanuts marketed through an agency or crusher designated 
by the Secretary of Agriculture. Farmers would be paid a lower 
price for the excess marketed for oil production than the parity 


price received for regular quotas.

Columbus — 
Offers a Tip 


COLUMBUS, Ga.— Southern 
cities that cry for new industry 
might take a tip from the young 
Chamber of Commerce fellow at 
Columbus. 


Clayton McLendon declares 
that local financing is the sound 
approach. He claims that this 
Georgia city has added 50 new 
industries in just this manner 
over the past few years. 

Columbus is an ambitious city. 
It has about 150 industrial 
plants, and wants more. 

At the same time, and some- 
what ironically, it also strives 
to balance its industries with 
agriculture—not vice versa as is 
the case most everywhere else 
in the South. 


INDUSTRIES PLANNED — 
The Columbus Chamber of Com- 
merce, headed by Radioman Jim 
Woodruff, Jr., keeps a sharp 
lookout for industrial opportu- 
nity that will attract local capi- 
tal. 

McLendon explained that the 
city certainly will not spurn “out- 
side industries,” of course, In 
fact, Columbus is begging for 
them to come in and be wel- 
comed. McLendon added: 


“It’s probably more spec- 
tacular to see a large, estab- 
lished industry move its plant 
te Columbus. 

“But we've found that local- 
ly financed industries, even if 
they employ fewer people, are 
— sound community as- 
se hog 


McLendon said the Chamber 
of Commerce encourages Colum- 
bians to set up their own fac- 
tories. 

The result is that the city’s 

industries now 
range from a machine and tool 
concern that employes only five 
persons to a manufacturer of 
automobile seat covering ma- 
terial who has 125 on the pay- 
roll. 
Go-getter McLendon, who ef.- 
fervesces with civic spirit, point- 
ed out that the locally built in- 
dustry keeps its profits at home. 
And that, in effect, is why he 
advocates the procedure’ so 
strongly. 


RIVER AND VALLEY—The 
story of Columbus, which was 
known even in ante-bellum days 
as sort of a Lowell, Mass., of 
the South because of its textile 
mills, is a history of the Chat- 
tahoochee River Valley. 


Columbians expect the river 
to assume a new role in de- 
velopment of the town which 
now has some 80,000 citizens. 
Confederate gun boats roamed 
the Chattahoochee during the 
War Between the States, but the 
stream became dormant for 
transportation purposes. 


Development of the river by 
dredging and new dams, 
scheduled within the next few 
years, will make Columbus 
something of an inland port 
again. 


The town was established by 
an 1827 Georgia: legislative act. 
It rapidly grew into a sort of a 


capital of the Chattahoochee Val-. 


ley area that now is dotted by 
textile mills from West Point, 
Ga., across to Lanett in Ala- 
ama. 

The city is proud of its many 
“firsts.” These include initial 
use of hydro-electric power in 
operation of an entire plant; first 
industrial use of electricity for 
lighting a plant so that night 
work became possible; and a 
handful of other history-making 
moves. 


FARMS IMPROVED—As a 
counter-balance to the city’s in- 
dustrial might, the Columbus 
Chamber of Commerce recently 
set up a farm improvement con- 
test, in co-operation with the 
Alabama and Georgia Agricultu- 
ral Extension Services. 


Sixty communities are com- 
peting for the prize. It will 
be awarded on the basis of im- 
proved conservation, township 
development and planning and 
health. 


Columbus, in taking the lead 
on such a project, followed in 
the footsteps of such larger 
cities as Memphis, Nashville, At- 
lanta and Knoxville. 

The idea is to provide more 
farm products, ranging from 
truck garden crops to cattle and 
milk, for local consumption.

Brown points 
out that his city is truly repre- 
sentative of the modern South.

Miss Traubel is the first

Although she had been singing 
since she was old enough to 
speak, she did not begin to 
study music seriously until she 
was 13.

A former newspaperman, Ar- 
chie Robertson was educated at 
Harvard and Duke University. 
His interest in “Old-Time ‘“te- 
ligion,” he says, stems from early 
childhood and he traveled 10,- 
000 miles to gather the material 
for this book. 


Robertson did not get his ma- 
terial second hand. He went into 
the byways in conducting this 
objective survey of soul saving 
stripped of its frills. The result 
is Ameticana that appeals to any 
reader interested in his country’s 
grass roots, 

“I have always -<elt a vague 
conviction that in Amerita re- 
ligion is the unseen balance 
wheel among the people as a 
whole, helping to keep us from 
swinging too far left or right.” 

The book is filled with anec- 
dotes and stories gathered by 
Robertson during his wanderings 
and which he relates humorous- 
ly, leaving out the jeers. 

One important historical note 
he points out is that the Church 
of England was the first to un- 
dertake missionary work among 
the slaves in the South and in 
1695 the first school for Negroes 
was opened at Goose Creek Par- 
ish in Charleston—11 years be- 
fore the first Negro school in 
the North. In the 18th Century, 
he reveals, there was a strong 
sentiment among Southerners 
for the abolition of slavery, a 
movement which failed by a 
narrow historical margin. 

Robertson, during a trip to 
Tennessee, talked to one evan- 
gelist who had had a fearsome 
experience with the Ku Klux 
Klan in Atlanta. He said that 
Atlanta real estate interests had 
brought a suit against a church 
of which he was pastor, because 
its services disturbed the resi- 
dents in a fashionable subdi- 
vision. Failing to win the case 
in court, the real estate men 
enlisted the aid of the KKK. 
the evangelist told Robertson. 
“They beat me almost to death,” 
he said. 

For three months the evange- 
list, fearing for his life, lived 
out in the woods, rapidly losing 
weight and seeing his family 
only on sneak visits at night, 
until Dr. Louie Newton, Atlanta 
pastor and president of the 
Southern Baptist Convention, 
and other church leaders in At- 
lanta had come to his rescue. 

This is a highly readable book 
and to use the author’s own 
words: “It is not a work of piety, 
but an effort at greater under- 
standing.”

—and to nature by rambling, 


through the wodds while it is 
still too early to stir up the 
soil in the man-made gardens.

Mecca for Flower Lovers 


Birthplace of 


Peach Now

MARSHALLVILLE—Nature and the citizens of Mar- 
shallville have joined forces to give Georgia a “flowerland.” 
This small town, nestled among the peach orchards of 
North Macon County, has become a mecca for flower 


lovers. 


In Winter the oak-?ined streets 
and highways leading into the 
town take on a colorful border 
as more than 3,000 camellia 
bushes, planted by the citizens, 
start to bloom. 

Fields and roadsides become a 
waving mass of color in the 
Spring when more than three 
million daffodils burst into 
bloom. 

Summer finds the exotic pink 
and red blossoms of the crape 
myrtle again making Marshall- 
ville “a masterpiece of color. 

The flower season hit a high 
point recently when the annual 
camellia show was held. Thou- 
sands of visitors gazed in wonder 
at the softly blended colors of 
the hundreds of blossoms en- 
tered in the display. 

The Creek Indians had hardly 
moved out of the area when the 
first residents of Marshallville 
moved in. Coming from the 
coastal-plains of South Carolina 
in the 1830’s the settlers recog- 
nized the fertility of the soil and 
stopped to build homes ang raise 
families. 

As early as 1870 the people re 
alized the need for diversified 
farming. They broke away from 


the “single cotton crop” theory. 

Samuel Henry Rumph, son of 
one of the original settlers, 
propagated a peach that was the 
beginning of the commercial 
peach industry in the United 
States, Rumph named the fruit 
“Elberta” in honor of his wife. 
Farmers grew the Elberta until 
Georgia acquired the name, 
“The Peach State.” 

The farmers continued , their 
diversified program by growing 
pecans, peanuts, corn, wheat, 
beef and pork. For a time they 
even produced tobacco and as- 
paragus.

So let us 
learn more about them that they 
may grow even more beautifully 
than they have in the past. 

The Camellia has a different 
habit of growth than most 
plants, and for that reason there 
are quite a few cultural direc- 
tions that are very different 
from the usual rules followed in 
gardening. The most unusual 
quality is the Winter blooming. 
Depending on both types and 
varieties Camellias bloom from 
early Fall right on through the 
Winter until late Spring or earlv 
Summer. 

While it is a slow growing 
plant it will grow rather rapidly 
when given proper attention. 
The position of the buds in re 
gard to old growth and new 
growth to come make a cutting 
a trial and a temptation. Cut 
with suitable stems for most 
uses, the bud for new wood on 
that particular terminal is re- 
moved and as a result no buds 
will form on that terminal for 
the following year. 


Growth Cycle 


The cycle of growth among Ca- 
mellias is interesting to watch. 
During early Spring new growth 
starts, and if there is sufficient 
food present a fairly large 
amount of growth results. It is on 
this cycle of growth that buds for 
the following year are set and 
this growth should be as natural 
and healthy as possible. 

The second cycle of growth 
occurs during the Summer. This 
is a very lush growth, but it 
does not result in setting bloom- 
ing buds as a rule. Sometimes 
there is a third cycle, but while 
the second cycle of one year 
grows again during the first 
cycle of the following year this 
is not the case with the third 
cycle hence the third cycle 
growth does not add to the num- 
ber of flowers which we will 
have. 

So our feeding plans for ca- 
mellias follow these cycles and 
are quite different from feeding 
other shrubs. In our area the 
first Spring feeding should be 
applied in early March while the 
second feeding should be applied 
during mid or late April. 


Proper Feeding 


Leading authorities recom- 
mend a feeding during very late 
Fall or early Winter. The pur- 
pose of this feeding is to let the 
roots during the Winter store up 
food for that first heavy lush 
growth in the Spring as well as 
to provide food for the plants’ 
Winter growth. 

This is an excellent time for 
transplanting camellias. There- 
fore it might be wise to spend a 
little thought on preparation of 
the soil before they are planted. 

Camellias like an acid soil, 
never want cultivation, require 
constant supply of moisture, like 
partially shaded locations. From 


this, we know that we will need 


lots of mulch to hold water and 
to provide a tendency towards 
acidity. The soil should be filled 
with humus to hold plant food 
and the spot should be well 
drained to avoid root drowning. 

If the ball of the plant that 
you 
inches across and eight inches 
deep, dig a hole that is about 24 
inches across and about 20 
inches deep. Nearly three times 
as large as is absolutely neces- 
sary. Discard about half of the 
soil that came from the hole— 
the poorest half. 

With the remaining half mix 
enough peatmoss, woods earth 
and rotted leaves to replace the 
volume lost. Mix this together 
thoroughly. Also add to the mix- 
ture a small amount of special 
camellia plant food. Use about 
a cupful for an 18-inch plant 
and correspondingly larger 
amounts for larger plants. 


How To Replant 


Set the plant in the hole about 
one inch higher than it stood in 
the nursery for it will, sink a 


little as the soil settles. You may 
remove the burlap or not as you 
like, It will shortly rot away so 
removal isn’t absolutely neces- 
sary. 

Be sure that the soil is pressed 
firmly about the ball of the 
plant. When the hole is half 
filled, pour in some water to: 
settle the soil. Repeat the water- 
ing again just before the hole is 
fully filled. 

Peatmoss is so fine for Camel- 
lias and is so often recommended 
that some gardeners made the 
mistake of setting plants in holes 
with nothing but peatmoss. This 
is a mistake. Peatmoss alone is 
not a good medium in which to 
set plants. Mixed with soil about 
half and half, it is wonderful. 

Finally, place about six inches 
of mulch about the plant. Per- 
sonally we like to use a mixture 
of peatmoss and rotted oak 
leaves for this mulch topped 
with a layer of pine needles. 

Most important direction of 
all about Camellias is this final 
word of warning. Camellias are 
beautiful; in fact, they are fasci- 
nating. Don’t start fooling with 
them if you don’t want to keep 
it up. If you plant one plant 
this. year you'll put out two next 
year and a dozen ‘the following 
year and you'll end up with 
nothing but Camellias and hav- 
ing more fun from your garden 
than you have ever had before.

Another possibility would be to assign the 
claim to someone in California, who would then 
have to sue, win a judgment and find assets to 
attach, This could be done in almost any State, 
but one difficulty with the procedure is that 4 
new judgment would have to be won for each 
monthly instalment. 

A third method would be to ask the district 
attorney to undertake to have the husband in- 
dicted on a charge of abandonment and extradite 
him. In Massachusetts, as in Illinois and sev- 
eral other states, abandonment of a wife is an 
extraditable offense even though she has no 
minor dependents. California has the same law, 
but its policy is rarely to prosecute an out-ol- 
state case unless more than one child is involved. 
In New York, one child is usually enough to 
bring extradition proceedings.

Edna Cudahy, a talented actress and singer in 
amateur circles, precipitated the next incident. 

In semi-serious vein, she toured Minnesota 
for a week with a light opera company and re- 
turned to Kansas City to tell society editors a 
production of “The Merry Widow” would be staged 
by members of her set; that she would play the 
name part, Sonia, and Jere Lillis would be her 
stage sweetheart, Prince Danilo. 

The operetta was never staged as planned 
but, according to local gossip, Jack Cudahy 
fired a revolver shot at Jere Lillis as their two 
automobiles passed on a country road.

OY ve sent for me, sir?’ The boy _stood 
there, forlorn and frightened. 

“Yes, Williams,” the- headmaster 
said, studying the figure in front of him: the 
neat shirtwaist, the patched knee pants. Slight 
but sturdy for his 10 years, the youth looked 
straight at him, with wide, alert eyes. 

“You're being transferred from the Welsh 
grammar class to French. Miss Cooke re- 
quested it;” 

Little George Emlyn Williams knew an honor 
had been bestowed upon him, but Miss Cooke— 
he couldn't figure it out. Dazed but pleased, he 
left the headmaster’s office. Miss Cooke, his 
Latin teacher, was as brusk and robust as her 
Yorkshire ancestors. Why had she singled him 
out, a poor ironworker’s son, for this favor? 

Miss Cooke had taught at Holywell School 
in Wales for three years by that winter of 1916. 
At 31 she had streaks of gray in her brown hair. 
The youngest of 12 children, she had worked 
hard for an education. 

Perhaps that was why she looked kindly 
towards the Williams boy who trudged five miles

to school. His parents 
skimped and saved to 
send him, depriving 
themselves of the mea- 
ger earnings he could 
have made in the mines. 

Mornings, when Wil- 
liams arrived at school, 
cold and shivering, Miss 
Cooke had a cup of hot 
chocolate waiting for 
him. Otherwise, there 
was no indication that 
She took special notice 
of him until the day the 
headmaster sent for him. 

Williams knew of 
only one way to repay 
his benefactor. He stud- 
ied hard and soon led 
his class. At 14, he 
wrote a novel about an- 
cient Egypt, which Miss 
Cooke patiently read. 
When he was 15, she 
told him of her plan. 
She had a friend, a 
teacher in Haute Savoie, 
France, near Geneva, 
who had consented to tu- 
tor Williams at her home 
during the summer: 

It was a thrilling odyssey for the Welsh lad 
that June day in 1921. A tourist agency man 
met him in London, saw him off to France 
where Miss Cooke’s friend took him in tow, 
speaking nothing but French. 

In the fall, Williams returned to Holywell 
with an active knowledge of French. 

Steadfastly, Miss Cooke plotted her pupil’s 
future. She hoped he would be a teacher of 
languages. At 17, when Williams won a scholar- 
ship at Christ’s Church, Oxford, he decided his 
career was in the theatre. 

His mentor didn’t question his decision. Her 
weekly letter from Williams told of his progress. 
Upon graduation he got a job as assistant stage 
manager, understudy and bit player in “And 
So to Bed,” an English play which later took 
him to New York. 

From his $60 salary he saved $40 a week, 
to finance the launching of his play, “Glamour,” 
on his return to England. 

“Glamour” was short lived. Miss Cooke sent 
$500 of her hard-earned savings to her protege. 
“Pay it back when you can,” she wrote. “Mean- 
while it will keep you going.” 

A series of acting jobs followed; some hits, 
some flops. He continued to write plays. Miss 
Cooke was always the first to read his manu- 
scripts. In 1934 he wrote “Night Must Fall.” 
When Miss Cooke read it, she told him: 

“It’s good. Carry on.” She was right—it was 
a hit. On a subsequent visit to London, Williams 
introduced his teacher to Molly O’Shann, an 
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Miss Cooke Took an Unusual In- 
terest in the Boy Who Trudged 
Daily Five Miles to School.

Molly and Williams were married, with Miss 
Cooke’s blessing. A year later, in 1935, when 
the couple’s son, Alan, was born, the Yorkshire 
woman was appointed his godmother.

When “The Corn Is Green” was published 
in book form in America, the author wanted to 
dedicate it to Miss Cooke. “No,” she said, “dedi- 
cate it to the teachers everywhere. It might 
show them their work is worth while.” 

In 1943 Miss Cooke retired, but she makes 
frequent trips from her home in Leeds to Wil- 
liams’ country estate outside London. 

Interviewed recently by The Ameritan Weekly 
while he was starring in the Broadway play, 
“Montserrat,” Williams said: 

“Before I left England Miss Cooke came to 
visit us. Then she paid me the first compliment 
she's ever given me. Even so, it was indirect. 
My son, Alan, had written a novel about the 
French Revolution. He gave it to Miss Cooke 
to read, saying, ‘You read my father’s novel. 
I think you should read mine.’ ”’ 

After reading her godchild’s initial literary 
effort, Miss Cooke said: 

“Alan, your father never made a grammatical 
mistake. What’s more, your style isn’t good. 
Here, I'll show you.”

She Had Everything to Live for 
After She Danced Her Way to 
Fame—From Coast to Coast

SPOTLIGHT picked her out, and Sunny 
A Burnett danced, and when she was done 
the theatre audience whistled and cheered. 

It happened in big cities and small ones, from 
one coast to the other, and people 
who saw that dazzling sprite in 
those days, in the late ’20s and 
early ’30s, still brighten up when 
her name comes to mind. 

Other people, in the dim back 
rooms of drug stores and in hos- 
pital wards, remember her, too, and 
when they hear her name they 
grow abruptly silent. They knew 
her when her dancing days were 
over. 

Sunny was a foundling. She was 
adopted by a foster mother in an 
Oregon town near Portland. She 
was such a happy little girl that 


and she kept the name for good. 

By the time she walked, she 
seemed to want to dance; before 
she was four, she was learning 
ballet and tap steps in a dancing 
school; at six, she was a pro- 
fessional; and on the stage. 

VaudeVille houses dotted the 
country then, and when she was 
still in her early teens, Sunny made 
the one-night stands and the longer 
ones of the Pantages and Orpheum 
circuits. 

After that, there was a ‘tour of 
Europe, and then, because she was 
really dedicated to ballet, she put 
aside money-making dancing for 
more study. She practiced several 
hours a day and in that period fin- 
ished high school. 

When the Ballet Russe de Monte 
Carlo visited Portland, Ore., she 
danced with it’ in the Civic Audi- 
torium; and she kept on afterward 


with the hard grind of practice; and in 1938 
she starred in a musical production in the Port- 
land Civic Theatre. 

“How about a cup of coffee?” a young man 
asked her oné night after a performance. That 
was the Way she met Ray Ward, the young fore- 
man of a cleaning and dyeing plant. She had 
coffee with him in a near-by restaurant, and 
within the year they were married. 

She had.everything to live for, then, she said: 
a husband she loved, security, and her goal 
ahead, the time when she would be a ballerina. 

When she fell ill of appendicitis, she wasn't 
worried; an operation at a Portland hospital 
would set her right; but after the surgery she 
found she couldn't sleep. 

She began, at night, to take what she thought 
was a harmless pill, and soon she. was taking 
two a night, and then three or four. 

Before either she or her husband realized it, 
she .became one of those unfortunates who find 
that sleeping pills are habit forming. 

She tried to keep on dancing, she tried to 
keep regular hours and lead a normal life, and 
the efforts were pitiful. She had to have more 
pills. She couldn't be without them. 

“I sent her to a rehabilitation hospital where 
they try to cure people of the dope habit,’ Ray 
Ward said recently in an interview with a rep- 
resentative of The American Weekly. “It was 
the beginning of a 10-year nightmare.” 

Five days after she came out of the hospital, 
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“cured,” her husband found her lying in a stupor 
on the floor of their apartment. A partly filled 
bottle of sleeping pills stood on a bathroom table. 

“I sent her back to the hospital,’’ Ward said. 
“She was ‘cured’ again, and went back still again. 
Each time the same thing happened.” 

Sunny tried to free herself of the habit. She 
suffered, Ward said. But she couldn’t force her 
steps past one door or another where, if she 
turned in, she could get a fresh supply. 

Her husband began to make a round of doc- 
tors and druggists, pleading with them not to let 
her have any more of the barbiturates. Some 
agreed willingly. He said he was shocked to find 
others callously indifferent. . 

One druggist, he said, in a two-week period 
filled 18 prescriptions given to Sunny by 18 dif- 
ferent doctors. ° 

Some doctors, he said, were not above taking 
advantage of the fact that she seemed to be a 
sleeping pill addict. One of them, not in Port- 
land, sent her pills by mail, C.O.D., and the 
price was high. 

A state law restricted the.’sale of the pills 
but Sunny—as her dancing days waned and her 
stupors grew deeper and more frequent—man- 
aged to stay adequately supplied, 

_ She went to one hospital after another. one 
clinic after another, throughout the Pacific 
Northwest. She was hospitalized 28 times and 
Ward paid out $15,000 in fees, trying to have 
her really cured,

By a provision of the will Margaret Trout 
was to receive the income from an estate valued 
at. $428,000 upon one condition. She could re- 
ceive that Income only “during such a period as 
she shall be either separated or divorced from 
her husband.” . 

To obtain the money, therefore, Margaret 
Trout had to obtain a legal severance of her 
union with her husband.* 

If she didn’t do it, the will previded, the 
entire estate was to go to Mrs. Richardson's 
sister, Miss Mary E. Trout (not related to Thad- 
ceus) and upon the sister’s death was to go to 
Margaret's daughter, Margaret Van Dyke Trout. 

aret Trout made her choice promptly. 
She gave up the income of the fortune, and ar- 
rangements were made in_court for a guardian 
to represent the little girl who eventually will 
receive the principal. 

In another case, in New York City, a father 
made similar provisions in his will, stipulating 
that if a daughter did not meet them, she would 
lose her share in his estate. 

The object of the odd provisions in that will, 
which was. that of Egbert B. Seaman,. was -to 
prevent his daughter, Frances P. Oakley, a 
‘COW, from receiving her legacy if»she were 
rarried to a lawyer, Leo Fassler, of New York. 
Seaman, her father; divided his estate into three 
parts, bequeathing two to other children and

On the other hand, in the case of the wil] of 
Augustus Holly Haight, of New York City the 
Court of Appeals ruled in favor of his son 
Benjamin, in a comparable will contest. The elder 
Haight left his son only $2,000 from a large 
estate as long as the son lived with his wife. 

‘However,’ the will said, “should Benjamin 
Haight cease to be bound to his present wife as 
a lawful husband, then the whole of the income 
(from the fortune) is to be paid to. said son 
during his natural life.”’ 

The court held that the condition was placed 
in the will to induce the son to obtain a legal 
divorce or separation from his wife and was 
therefore void, being in contravention of good 
morals and public policy. The son was awarded 
the entire income from the estate. 

In Connecticut a court ruled also that a 


father could not place such a condition upon a 


son. Jesse A. Moon left half his estate to his 
son, Willard B. Moon, on two conditions. First 
that he stop drinking, and second, that he be 
either divorced or separated from his wife. 
The court held that to get his share, the son 
had to stop drinking but his marriage did not 
have to be dissolved. Dissolution of the marriage, 
the court said, would be against public policy

Some children belong to the constitutionally 
small type; that is,, their inborn pattern leads 
to a normal growth, but of a small stature pat- 
tern. There is no problem in such cases. When, 
however, there is a growth lag, as judged by 
the child’s own normal type development, the 
use of the vitamin might help. :

Another little girl, nine, had an alcoholic 
mother. She had been sent from one foster home 
to another, finally to become a ward of the 
County Welfare Board, which sent her to the 
camp. 

From a stunted, surly, scrawny child, daily 
doses of the drug transformed her into an active, 
fast-growing, cheerful one in eight weeks. Her 
growth rate was tripled in that time. 


A Cleveland Pediatrician Uses Cobione (Vitamin 
B-12) to Make Retarded Youngsters Catch Up With 
Their Normal “Timetable of Development”

S tev. He was quite wrong with the little

boy. He was six years old, and was not 

growing normally. Then at the Freslv Air 
Camp and Hospital of Cleveland he began to 
receive one of the new drugs, Vitamin B-12, 
and the result today marks another advance in 
the treatment of children with halted growth. 

The vitamin restored him virtually to a nor- 
mal rate of growth, and besides that, at the 
end of the first week’s daily doses he was almost 
freed of attacks of allergic bronchial asthma 
which had afflicted him day and night for more 
than a year. , 

He was one of 11 children who were not 
growing normally and who received the vitamin 
in an experiment at the Cleveland camp. There 
were six boys and five girls, between the ages 
of five and 12, and a report of the varying suc- 
cess of the treatment given them offers new 
hope to many parents confronted by a certain 
type of growth lag in their youngsters. 

The vitamin, having the proprietary name 
of Cobione (Ko-by-on), obtainable on a doctor's 
prescription, produced dramatic improvement in 
five of the 11 childrer.. The conclusion was that 
in some children it had a trigger action in pro- 
moting growth. 

_All of them, while being given the vitamin, 
continued with their regular building-up routine. 
A child, for example, who had been getting extra 
rest, or another who had been receiving whole 
liver extract, continued to do so. 

The vitamin was given in fluid form in a 
teaspoon at the time the children received their 
mid-morning milk, between breakfast and lunch, 
Its usual use is in the treatment of pernicious 
anemia, by injection. 

Dr. Norman C, Wetzel, noted Cleveland pedia- 
trician, planned the experiment and reported 
it in the technical periodical, Science. His find- 
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Generally, children with slow development 
are improved by the special care given to them 
at the camp. They are benefited by a regime of 
good hygiene, balance between exercise and res 
planned conservation of calories, and emotiona; 
calm. But, some of the children who respond 
such treatment might be further helped by Vita- 
min B-12, Dr. Wetzel’s work shows. 

. The fact that nearly half the children were 
not improved by Vitamin B-12, in Dr. Wetzer’s 
series of 11, means that the vitamin is not a 
growth promoter in all cases. 

The high promise of B-12, however, alreaq 
is evident. Among the Cleveland children, those 
who were helped at all showed swift improve. 
ment. Their growth responses in eight weeks 
were as_ great as might have been attained in 
from 100 to 240 days of the usual build-up diet, 

Parents who may hope that B-12 wil] help 
their children should consult their family doctor 
and, if necessary, a pediatrician. 

Dr. Wetzel has developed a special. method 
of measuring the growth of a child, or an adult: 
it is known as the Wetzel Grid, in which height. 
weight, age records on a mapping chart reveal 
the growth trends in normal and special condi- 
tions. He used the Grid in his camp experi- 
ments, and his system is coming into use by 
pediatricians who specialize in the development 
of children. 

Thus the right Kind of growth rate measure- 
ments brought to light the beneficial effect of 
vitamin B-12 in restoring the halted or slowed 
normal growth trend of a youngster. They 


might show that other vitamins, such as folic 


acid and vitamin B-14, both useful in the treat- 
ment of pernicious anemia, are also helpful in 
the treatment of “growth failure.” 

The importance of eating a balanced diet for 
promotion and maintenance of sound body 
development in childhood as well as in later 
years finds new support in Dr. Wetzel’s experi- 
ments.

HARLES (“LUCKY”) LUCIANO was too 
vicious a man to be tolerated in America 
—even in prison, 

His evil influence reached out beyond prison 
walls to dominate the mesh of gambling, nar- 
cotics, vice, robbery and murder of which he 
) was the central figure. 2 
? So he was kicked out-—-out of prison, and 
out of the country; deported to his native Italy 
as an undesirable alien. Yet, even after he had 
gone, his predatory power remained. 

The Federal Bureau of Narcotics said repeat- 
edly that, from his exile in Italy, he controlled 
an international narcotics ring, shipping drugs 
into the United States. His word remained law 
among his criminal underlings. 

The profits of his criminal empire were sent 
to him by devious means-——most often carried 
by seamen on ships touching at Italy. It was 
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_ estimated that he got at least $75,000 a year. 


Even in exile, “Lucky” Luciano stood as the 
most spectacular example of the gravest prob- 
lem facing penologists—the problem of parole 
and paroled convicts. 

Thousands of convicts are paroled each. year. 
Many become useful citizens. But thousands of 
others go out of prison as they came in—danger- 
ous criminals, using their freedom to prey on 
the men, women and -children of America. 

Paroles have been granted for every con- 
ceivable reason—and often for no reason at all. 
Confirmed robbers and killers have been turned 
loose merely because it was Christmas—and 
many have been given their freedom because 
they offered themselves for medical esearch. 

Such paroles are prompted by. sentimentality, 
in the opinion of Dr. George G. Killinger, chair- 
man of the U. S. Board of Parole, who said: 

“I am very much against Christmas paroles 
—or any paroles that are based on emotion. All 
paroles should be arranged on a sound, unemo- 
tional basis, and we should be objective in the 
selection of those eligible for them.” 

Technically, Luciano received a commutation 
of sentence, not a parole. He was. sentenced in 
New York City, June 18, 1936, to serve 30 to 50 
years in prison on vice charges. 

On Jan. 3, 1946, Gov. Thomas E. Dewey com- 
muted his sentence, and released him from 


prison on condition that he be deported to Italy. 
The governor ordered that, if he ever returned to 
the United States, he was to be sent back to 
prison to complete his full 50-year term. 

Luciano’s release caused a public furore. It 
was reported that he had performed some mys- 
terious ‘‘service’’ to the United States Intelli- 
gence during the war, and Governor Dewey re- 
ferred to that report, though he said that “the 
actual value of the information” obtained from 
Luciano was “not clear.” 

Spokesmen for the Army, the Navy and the 
Office of Strategic Services denied that Luciano 
had performed any service at all. Later Paul 
Lockwood, executive secretary to Governor 
Dewey, explained the release by saying that “‘it 
has long been customary in this state to comb 
through alien inmates who have done a substan- 
tial amount of time and deport them.” 


UCIANO went back to Italy Feb. 28, 1946—a 
defiant criminal with no thought of reform. 
“T’ll never stay in Italy,’ he jibed. 

In October, 1946, he turned up in Cuba— 
and Harry J. Anslinger, U. S. Commissioner of 
Narcoticsy learned that he was conferring there 
with Known narcotics dealers, and was picking 
up the reins of his criminal organization. 

Conferences between United States and Cuban 
authorities followed-——and Cuba, in turn, sent 
Luciano back to Italy. In Rome he recruited 
other criminals deported from the United States 
and, according to reports by the State Depart- 
ment, the Treasury Department, Italian police 
and Federal narcotics agents, he started ship- 
ping narcotics to America. 

Information reaching Commissioner Anslinger 
from Italy resulted in raids on ships reaching 
Atlantic ports in the United States, in which 
narcotics valued at more than $5,000,000 were 
seized from December, 1946, to June, 1949. 

How much more slipped into the United 
States was not Known-——but Luciano apparently 
was well supplied with money. He was seen in 
the company of prominent persons; he had a 
villa on the Isle of Capri, and he rented the 
apartment of the Marchesa Sandra Rossi di Mon- 
telera in the most exclusive residential section 
of Reme in April, 1949. 

Rome's Chief of Detectives, Oreste Barranco, 
and United States agents reported that Luciano’s 
chief aides in Italy were Ralph Liguori, ¢on- 
victed with him in the vice trial; Francesco 
Catalano and Andrea Mafione—all three deported 


from the United States as undesirable aliens. 
Besides his ira‘fic in drugs, it was reported 
Luciano was busy in the black market. 
Only once since his return to lialy had he 
been involved with the police. On July 8, 1949 
Italian police raided his Rome apartment and 
seized Luciano and Igea Lissoni, a popular baj- 
lerina, who was visiting him. They were ques- 
tioned about a $500,000 shipment of narcotics 
found in the luggage of a New York resident 
who was about to board a plane in Rome.

On Oct. 22, 1949, Balarezo was sentenced in 
Federal Court in New York to five years in 
prison and fined $10,000 on narcotics charges. 

The arrest of Balarezo was only an inciden 
to Luciano. It took one potential distributor out 
of circulation—but there were hundreds more. 

Though Luciano was the most spectacular 
criminal to be turned loose, there were thou- 
sands of others who constituted a deadly threat 
to the lives and property of Americans. 

James F. Weeks was one. He was convicted 
of second-degree murder in Massachusetts in 
1925, after pleading guilty in connection with 
a bank robbery in which an 80-year-old cashier 
was shot to death. He was given a life term. 

In 1932, after serving seven years, he and 
two other killers sawed their way out of a prison 
camp at Rutland, Mass. They were recaptured 
near the Canadian border a week later. 

During the war he was the first of some 60 
prisoners to volunteer for experiments in the 
use of plasma made from animal blood. One 
prisoner died during the experiments, and others 
became ill. Weeks survived. 

_ On the basis of that he began preparing his 
appeal for parole. He had made, and sold, some 
$6,000 worth of plastic dolls in prison, and he 
said he wanted an opportunity to get out and 
produce dolls on a commercial scale. 

He was paroled during Christmas week in 
1946. Two years later he was arrested and in- 
dicted for participation in the $50,000 robbery 
of the Harvard University Co-Operative Society 
store in Cambridge, Mass.—-and Gov. Bradford 
ordered him to serve out his original life term. 

In discussing his disapproval of Christmas 
paroles, Dr. Killinger, the Federal Parole Board 
chairman, said: 

“Contrary to the practice in many states, 
we are apt to hold a prisoner over until the mid- 
dle of January to avoid sending him home during 
the Christmas holiday. 

“If we sent a man home during the holiday 
season, when he has no money to buy gifts for 
his family or his friends, the temptation to re- 
vert to crime is far stronger than at any other 
time of the year.’’ 

Nor, Dr. Killinger said, should voluntary par- 
ticipation in medical research be used as a major 
reason for parole. 

“Such dramatic gestures are fine, of course,” 
he said. ‘But they should be only one more item 
in the prisoner’s progress report. Paroles should 
be granted only on the basis of an overall record

good citizen.” 

Yet “Christmas presents” of freedom for 
criminals continue, 

In Illinois, Tony Catalano was turned loose 
from the Joliet\penitentiary on Dec. 8, 1948. He 
had been sent to prison in 1938 for twice rob- 
bing a Chicago dress shop. His record showed 
that in 1933 he had served a term in the Jackson, 
Mich., state penitentiary for armed robbery. 

Catalano, too, offered himself for malaria 
experiments while he was in Joliet—and his 
parole was largely a reward for that. 

Last summer, however, he was arrested, 
charged with stealing automobiles. He was sent 
to the Cook County jail for 30 days—and then 
returned to Joliet to serve out his original term 
as a parole violator. 

At the same time Catalano was paroled for 
Christmas, 1948, Leon Drew Stewart was paroled. 
He was sent to Joliet Jan. 5, 1945, for robbing a 
man and woman of $11 in cash and $200 in jew- 
elry. But he was back in prison last Christmas. 
He had broken a window in a cleaning establish- 
ment last July, and tried to steal $14 worth of 
clothing. He served 90 days in the house of 
correction—and then was returned to Joliet. 

Not all the dangerous paroles are “Christmas 
presents.” 

Jack Pickell, 26, was released from San Quen-

tin prison in California in April, 1949. On July 
18, Policeman Marlin Evans stopped him to ques- 
tion him about a robbery. When Evans asked 
Pickell to identify himself, the ex-convict drew 
a gun, shot and killed the noliceman. 

Pickell was convicted of first degree murder 
for Evans’ death, and was also convicted of 
burglary, attempted robbery, and assault, and 
ordered returned to San Quentin for parole 
violation. First he was sent to Folsom Prison on 
a life sentence for murder. Still ahead of him 
were sentences on the other charges-—~—and the 
completion of his original San Quentin term 
when and if he should be released from Folsom. 


ENRY GULBRANSEN was paroled from a Fa 
California prison on June 18, 1949, where i 
he had been sent in 1947 for stabbing a man. 
Seventeen days later he killed two companions 
and attacked a young woman near San Fran- 
cisco. He, too, was convicted of murder. 
On Oct. 29, 1949, three gunmen-—all parolees 
attempted to hold up a San Francisco tavern. 
One of the gunmen——Frank Leonard—-was killed, 
and two policemen were seriously wounded. 
The slain, paroled criminal had a police 
record, dating back to 1911, for larceny, battery, 
shop-lifting, vagrancy, attempted robbery and 
burglary. He had served three peniten- 
tiary terms. His companions both 
had long records. 
Asked why the three had been 
paroled, Charles Dulles, member 
of the California Adult Au- 
thority, which handles pa- 
roles, said: 
“We guessed wrong. 
Mistakes like this throw 
the whole parole system 
into a tailspin. There's 
a public outcry against 
it—and it’s justified.”

Some call it horse fingerprinting and it is, in 


by the racing service of Pinker- 
pee A National Detective Agency and New York 
track officials and veterinarians and there is no 
doubt it has forced the horse ringers into 
greener fields of operation. 

However small their chances of beating the 
races, New York horse players at least know 
that the horses they’re betting on or against 
are the ones listed on the program. 

All horses at the New York tracks are 
measured and examined for markings. _ Full-size 
front and side photographs are taken, but the 
perfect method of identification is the so-called 
fingerprinting. 

These prints are the chestnuts or night eyes 
—warty growths on all four legs of thorough- 
breds. These vary in size, shape and position 
and do not change in contour from birth to 
death. 

There are approximately 35,000 sets of prints 
now on file and no two are alike. 

The Pinkerton system is supplemented by 
the lip-tattoo method devised by the, Thorough- 
bred Racing Protective Bureau. 

Pinkerton detectives and uniformed men 
have been serving American and Canadian tracks 
for more than a half century and have rounded 
up some of the most notorious horse ringers in 
turf history, including such talented swindlers 
as Paddy Barrie and Ben Chilson. 

While such matters are now turned over to 
the TRPB, the Pinkertons cooperate with them 
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to horse racing. Their 
put the sponger and 
at tracks under their 


protection. 

In this connection, the Pinkertons have their 
own race : (though no one, accord- 
ing to President A. Pinkerton, plays their 
choices). These selectors chart the best four 
horses in each race on the following day. 

The names of these horses are then given to 

men on the all-night automobile patrol of 
the stable a areas. These patrolmen make special 
stops and checkups at the stalls occupied by the 
horses on the first round in the evening and the 
last one in the morning. 

Pinkerton identification is not confined to. 
horses alone. Photographs and fingerprints of 
people are also kept in files modeled after the 
Henry System used by the F BI, 

This is a voluntary procedure and pictures 
and prints on file include those of officials, stable 
help, concessioners, parking, cleaning and office 
employes and others. Stable employes all carry 
identification cards and these are periodicaliy 
checked, even in casés where the holder is 
known to the Pinkerton agent.

All his life, ever since he left school im the fifth 
grade, he had worked hard to earn a living as 
a shoe salesman. But now in 1942 he was jobless 
and facing old age. 

Some men confronted by such a situation 
would have despaired. Willy Loman, the 63- 
year-old protagonist of Arthur Mifler’s Broad- 
way hit play, “Death of a Salesman,’ couldn’t 
stand the shock of losing his job, in conjunction 
with other disillusionments, so he committed 
suicide. But Vaisey, with far more faith in the 
free enterprise system than Loman, did not 
give up. - 

Instead he set out to sell an idea he had been 
working to develop for several years. It con- 
sisted of a new type of sole for children’s shoes 
which would provide greater support for grow- 
ing feet than the models then on the market. 

At first he received nothing but discourage- 
ment. Everyone he approached assured him that 
his idea would not work. Time and again he 
was advised to abandon the whole scheme. De- 
spite his long experience as a salesman, no other 
shoe company would give him a job. Eventually 
he decided to retire to California. 

But retirement proved a failure. For one 
thing, Vaisey -couldn’t afford it. His savings 
were dwindling. He tried working in a factory. 
It didn’t pay enough. Still his savings continued 
to shrink. Finally he determined to return to 
Rochester, N. Y., his previous home, and at- 
tempt. once more to sell his idea. 

He was no more successful than the first 
time. No one in the shoe business was interested 
either in his idea or in him. Everywhere he 
went, he received the same answer: “No!” Then 
one night in 1944 he came home and informed 
his wife, Paula, that he was going in business 
on his own. If no one else would help him, he 
would help himself. : 

With what money he had left, he rented 
two small rooms, built work benches with hand 
tools and hunted up machinery in junk shops. 
Together he and Paula set to work to manufac- 
ture the shoes themselves. Side by side they 
labored, 16 to 18 hours a day, seven days a week. 
Often Vaisey tramped all over town to salvage 
scraps of restricted leather. 

But though he and his wife could make the 
shoes, they could sell few of them. On many 
occasions, they earned no more than $30 a week. 
Their capital was almost exhausted. Sam’s health

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was on the verge of cracking up. But still he 
and Paula refused to quit. “You must succeed,” 
she told him, “and I know you will.” 

Sam looked at the shelves that lined his shop; 
shelves filled. with 1,000 pairs of unsold shoes. 
Then he reached a decision. He divided the mer- 
charidise into 50 lots and sent it to 50 dealers. 

“I hope,” he wrote in a message which ac- 
companied each shipment, “that you will be 
able to sell these shoes and send me my money. 
If in six months you haven't sold them, you can 
return them to me.” 

When the six months ended, only three deal- 
ers returned the merchandise. The other 47 had 
sold their allotments and requested more shoes. 
The sun had broken through the clouds. 

But, as Sam and Paula soon discovered, there 
were more dark days ahead. 

Vaisey had filed application for a patent on 
his shoes. A large national manufacturer had 
also applied for a patent on virtually the same 
type of shoe. Who had conceived the idea first? 
On the answer to that question hinged all of 
Sam’s hopes for the futufe. 

He decided on an immediate showdown. “I’m 
sure,” he told the company’s executives, ‘that 
your.organization has built its successful busi- 
ness on honesty, both in its products and its 
dealings. I, too, am an honest man. 

“Both. of us will lay our cards on the table. 
They will tell the story of our patent applica- 
tions. They will tell whether the idea for the 
shoe belongs to me or to you.” 

The company officials agreed. When all the 
evidence had been examined, they conceded that 
Vaisey had been two years ahead of them and 
withdrew their patent application. At last Sam 
was in a position to capitalize on his dream. 

With a nephew, Robert A. Bristol, he formed 
the Vaisey-Bristol Shoe Company, hired 150 em- 
ployes and moved into new quarters. Orders for 
his shoes started to roll in. Production soared, 
recently reaching 7,500 pairs a day. Two addi- 
tional plants, one in Monett, Mo.; the Sther in 
Skowhegan, Me., were added. 

The Vaiseys moved into a $50,000 home lo- 
cated in one of Rochester’s finest residential 
suburbs. Sam joined a country club and a down- 
town businessmen’s club. When he wanted a new 
car, he bought one of the most expensive makes 
—and paid cash for it. 

But despite his quick rise to prosperity, he 
never forgot his associates of former days. “I’ve 
got two old friends of mine on the road for me 
now,” he recently told The American Weekly, 
“and both are successes. When I hired them, they 
were out of jobs because their employers thought 
they could no longer produce. One is 63 years 
old, the other 69,” 

And who, Sam was asked, was responsible 
for his own success? “That’s easy,” he replied, 
“the fellows who wouldn’t give me a job or lis- 
ten to my idea.” 
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OHN DARGI, a 50-year- 

| old war _ veteran in 
the prime of health, was 
amused—and also a trifle 
irritated—when official 
evidence of his death 
reached his home the other 
day in Ramsgate, England.

His 
family was notified that 
he perished in the famous 
raid on the German-held 
Belgian port of Zeebrugge. 

“Seaman Dargi went 
down aboard one of the ill- 
fated escort. vessels,” the 
government message said.

A sol- 
emn-faced crowd of his 
friends were waiting when 
a sturdy gentleman § de- 
scended on crutches from 
a rear car. 

It was Bragg. He'd only 
broken a leg and he wanted 
an ambulance to meet him, 
A friend had garbled the 
message. 

Britishers were remind- 
ed, too, of the case of Alex 
Rainey, a blacksmith from 
Bakewell, England, who 
was supposedly found 
drowned in a river early 
last year. Ten months 
later, at a final coroner’s 
meeting to classify him 
as “officially dead,’”’ Alex 
Rainey walked in— very 
much alive. 

He explained that he 
had taken a job in near-by 
Liverpool, and being a 
bachelor, hadn't thought it 
necessary to notify any- 
body that he was leaving.

HEN a shattered marriage is 
hauled into the judicial drv 
dock for dismemberment,

A plain-speaking justice in 
London’s Divorce Court disdained 


such soft euphemisms the other day. 

It was war, Justice Hodson de- 
clared, that had smashed the mar- 
riage on which he was ruling—a 
wifely war pressed by a determined 
woman with her voice, brain, fists 
and legal resources.
